Though, in an open Field, no Man durft attack 
one; or could efcape, were he ever fo fwift, 
Bat he will ‘never hurt any Perfon, unlefs pro- 
voked to it: This, Cada fo had been told by 
many Negros. The Teeth of this dead Elephant 
(one whereof was ftill in the Jaw) were not above 
three Spans long: Which thews it was in 
Comparifon of thofe whofe Teeth are ten d 
to twelve Spans in Length; and fmall as it was, 
we reckoned it might have as much Fieth as five 
or fix Oxen.
